I do not remember 
that the tax rate was raised in either of 
those years in consequence of the city's 
hot collecting this money. 

“The bills for~which-tI--yoted-were 
originated by the representatives from 
the city of Cambridge, and the argu 
ment which they broyht forward in 
support of them was briefly’ this: They 
claimed that it was admitted thata very 
large percent of the crime and insanity 
aud pauperism of the state was caused 
by the excessive use of liquor and that 
the cities and towns which did not 
allow liquor to be sold in their limits 
wereobliged to pay as much towards 
the support of the jails, insane asylums 
and almshouses as the cities and towns 
which did vote to sell liquor, They 
claimed that it was unfair that they 
should be held to an equal share of the 
burden when they didn’t contribute to 
its cause, and it was on this ground 
that they urged their bill.
